THE MYSORE STATE (ALTERATION OF NAME) (ADAPTATION OF LAWS 
ON UNION SUBJECTS) ORDER, 1974 

G,S.K, 431(E).—Whereas by sub-section (1) of section 6 of the Mysore State 
(Alteration of Name) Act, 1973 (31 of 1973), the Central Government is 

empowered, by order, to make such adaptations and modifications of any law 
made before the 1st day of November, 1973, relating to a matter in List I in the 
Seventh Schedule to the Constitution, as may be necessary or expedient for the 
purpose of giving effect to the alteration of the name of the State of Mysore; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by the said sub-section, 
the Central Government hereby makes the following Order, namely:— 

1* (1) This Order may he called the Mysore Stale (Alteration of Name) 
(Adaptation of Laws on Union Subjects) Order, 1974. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of November, 
1973, 

2, The General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 1897) applies for the interpretation 
of this Order as it applies for the interpretation of a Central Act. 

3, The laws mentioned, in the Schedule to this Order shall,, until altered, 
repealed or amended by a competent legislature or other competent authority, 
have effect PUbject to the adaptations and modifications directed bv that 
Schedule.
